Interview with Duggan 

Duggan was interviewed by New York Agents on 12-10-48. 

He stated he knows Alger Hiss fairly well and has never been 
approached by Hiss for the purpose of furnishing information to Hiss or 
anyone else. He stated he knows Noel Field but had never been approached 
by Noel Field for espionage purposes. He said he personally did not consider 
either Hiss or Field as members of the Communist Party or persons interested 
in front groups but rather he considered them "Nevr Dealers." 

Duggan said he does not recall that he ever had any conferences 
with Hedi i&ssing (or Gumperz) or that she made any actual approaches to him. 
Duggan said he had never gone anywhere at Hedi l&ssing»s request. 

Duggan did state that he was approached by 2 other individuals to 
furnish information for the use of the Soviets and the Communist International. 
One of these was Frederick Vanderbilt Field, a classmate of Duggan at Harvard. 
He said Field approached him sometime in 1936 or 1937; that he could not 
recall the words used by Field in attempting to get him to agree to furnish 
information, but there was no question in his mind as to the meaning of the 
words of Field and he turned him down. 

He said he was also approached by Henry Collins, Jr.j that he 
knew Collins socially from about 1934. He advised that in about June 1938 
he had lunch with Collins and afterwards they walked around. At that time 
Collins approached him to assist in furnishing iaformation. Duggan states 
he could not recall the words of Collins but the obvious import v/as that he 
wanted information furnished to the Soviets. He also turned Collins down.

According to a report of the New York City Police Department dated 
12-24-48, a man identified as Laurence Duggan, 46 Walworth Avenue, Scarsdale, 
New York, and President of the Institute of International Education, 2 West 
yA 45th St., New York City, had either jumped or fallen from the building at 
; 0v y 2 ffes * 45th St., onto the street at approximately 7 p.m. 12-20-48. Invest- 
ed igation revealed that Duggan 's office was located on the 16th floor of the 
. V above bui l d ing> and the window, of Duggan 's private office was open. There 
Ar was no indication of a struggle or that Duggan met with any violence. His 
,7 associates deduced that he had been ill and had returned to work too soon. 

The New York City Police Department report showed that as a result 
of a very thorough investigation no evidence was found of any f oul play or 
violence. It was the opinion of the investigators that the deceased met his 
death by accidentally falling from or jumping from his office window.
